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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The examiner is in receipt of applicants response to office action mailed 9/20/2004, 
which was received 2/14/2005. Acknowledgment is made to the amendment to claims 20 
and 30, leaving claims 20-39 as pending in the instant application. Applicant's arguments 
and amendment have been carefully considered and were found to be persuasive, 
however after further review and searching a new ground of rejection is provided below. 

Examiner's Note 

Examiner has cited particular columns and line numbers or figures in the 
references as applied to the claims below for the convenience of the applicant. 
Although the specified citations are representative of the teachings in the art and are 
applied to the specific limitations within the individual claim, other passages and figures 
may apply as well. It is respectfully requested from the applicant, in preparing the 
responses, to fully consider the references in entirety as potentially teaching all or part 
of the claimed invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by the prior art 
or disclosed by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 20,28,30 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. Claims 20 and 30 contain the phrase "in a file zone" and claims 28 and 38 
contain the "comprises a subdomain labeled with a designated wild card character of 
the domain name system" these features are not present in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 20-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Wooley, in view of Choudhry (US 6,442,602), in view of Official Notice, and 

further in view of Reuters. 

In regards to claims 20-39, Wooley discloses the storage and sale of subdomains 
with subdomains created from a fully qualified domain name and at least one subdomain to 
the left of the fully qualified domain name. Wooley however does not specifically mention 
the means for changing the domain name address. Choudhry teaches a method for 
mapping domain names to subdomain management servers (see at least FIG 5). It would 
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have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
incorporate the methods of Choudhry into Wooley, because providing the management 
servers address into the required mappings willassure a secure protocol to the database 
and avoid unauthorized modification of the virtual domain mapping database (Choudhry, 
col 7, lines 40-45). 

The combination of Wooley and Choudhry teach the creation and sale of 
subdomains along with the means for securely directing a inquiry to a subdomain through 
the mappings provide by a central fully-qualified domain name server, but does not 
specifically mention that IP addresses are being redirected (changed) to the subdomain 
servers. It was old and well known in the art at the time of the invention to change IP 
addresses to redirect them to a prevailing sites chosen by the domain name owner. It 
would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to include in Wooley/Choudhry changing IP addresses to redirect them to a 
prevailing sites chosen by the domain name owner, because this would provide an effective 
way to lease a domain name (see Reuters) to a company like mailbank who did not own 
the rights to a name requested by a user (Wooley, page 2). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 20-39 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
